these and other modifications had 
been adopted, the Chamber went in 
a body to the Duke of Orleans and 
offered him the crown, which he 
accepted, and on the 9th proceeded 
to the Chamber of Deputies, 
and 
made oath to support the Charter 
as amended. 
The King takes the title of "Louis 
Philip 
the 
First, 
King 
of 
the 
French." 
His eldest son is styled 
Prince Royal. 
All the Peerages and other titles 
granted by Charles X had been an­ 
nulled. 
The new King of France has al­ 
ready demanded of the King of Eng­ 
land, the ashes of Napoleon from St. 
Helena, to be deposited iii the col­ 
umn of the Place Vendome. 
He 
has also bestowed a pension of 1500 
francs on the author of the Mar­ 
seilles Hymn. 
All etiquette 
and court 
dresses 
were banished from the family of 
the Duke of Orleans on his acces­ 
sion to the Throne. The Duchess of

stile is registered on a meter. Dur­ 
ing the day, from time to time, the 
station man empties the coin boxes 
into bags which he carries back to 
his booth. 
Thus he keeps on making change 
all day.

comes along, he has bags of coins 
and currency to be picked up 
The 
turnstile meters show how much he 
is supposed to have.

in turn are taken in armored cars 
to the Federal Reserve bank for 
deposit.

The dally aver­ 
age depasit is $35,000 worth of

The telephone company also col­ 
lects a lot of nickels and further­ 
more it knows just about where its 
coins are going back into circula­ 
tion.

"Our 
maintenance 
forces

the fall program," Samuel Eckels, 
chief engineer of the department, 
said today. "Men have been at work 
on surface treatment since Septem­ 
ber 8. but most of the activity so 
far has been confined to roads of 
lesser importance in order to leave 
the main travelled highways free 
for the remainder of the tourist 
traffic.

Oil Many Mile* 
The chief engineer said that oil­ 
ing has been a continuous operation 
since early in the spring but work 
during the summer was confined to 
earth roads, which have had *wo 
treatm ents of a special oil. 
More 
than 3,700,000 gallons have been ap­ 
plied to 840 miles of unsurfaced 
roads. 
"Proper maintenance of macadam 
roads," Eckels declared, "requires 
periodic inspection to observe the 
deterioration under heavy traffic 
and prompt treatm ent of the roads 
to restore them. 
Spring and fall 
seasons are the mast practicable for 
this work as traffic is not so heavy 
and weather conditions usually fa­ 
vorable. 
"We have Instructed our m ain­ 
tenance forces to use careful Judg­ 
ment in oiling operations, so as not 
to Interfere with or inconvenience 
traffic," Eckels continued. "For in­ 
stance. oiling was scheduled on two 
highways in the vicinity of a large 
fairground, recently, when it was 
discovered that the fair was to be 
held during the same week. 
a 
prompt revision of the schedule was 
made and oiling suspended until 
after the fair.”
